2 (tions, beeing firſt aunſwered from 
che mouth of their natiue cauſes , 
I hope (Right Honorable)that my 
poore paines ſha finde this rich fa- 
uour,thatthe truth yeeldingjt ſelfe 
to berheir clyent, your hon6ur will 
vouchſafeto become their Patron . And becauſe the 
languageof al queſtions is not alike;ſome demandin 
ſome commanding, ſome obieQing, ſome vpbrat- 
ding,ſome complaining,ſome controuling, ſome one 
way,ſomeanother, 1 wal ſet down their ſeucraltunes, 
and ronesas they ſpake vnto me. The firſt queſtions 
complaint( -m to be diſlodged before fully ſerled 
vpon the taſt of diſcontentment)15: what neceſsitie 
cauſerhthe Remoue of theſe motines? The cauſe aun- 
ſwereth,the hurt & danger accompanying them. The 
hure is manifeſt : for as in the bodie the increaſe of 
proud flefh is the decay ofthe ſounde : So the ſpirit of 
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The Epiſtle 

popery (fed with vaine wandrings , and wandring va- 
nities of many of our wanton wits wanting grace Jas it 
in the grouth of pride winneth ground in the body of 
this {and : ſo the wholeſome doctrine of true religion 
is turned tenant our of dores, to the great hurtof the 
wholerealme, and the vtter vadoing ofmany. And 
therefore ſmall need there isof theſe Motiues,when 
we our ſelues many of vs, helped that way by our own 
corruption,moue already down the hil to our deſtruc- 
tion, But rather great neceſsity haue wee toremoue 
the,and to ſtay our ſteps before y break-necke of truth 
and rue religion befall vnto vs. Againe, asthehurtis 
manifeſt,ſois the daunger euident: For asa ſtumbling 
blocke vnto the blinde, ſo theſe Mortiues croſsing the 
way ofthe ſimple , will cauſerhem to ſtumble and fall, 
Beſides this,the change of Common-wealths is ob- 
ſerued by the learned to come , not from fortune; for 
that is idle and prophane nor from any fatall periode 
or reuolution of the ſtars; for that is but an aſtronomi- 
call fancy: neither yet wholy from the maners of men 
and their diſpoſitions ; for that is bur a philoſophicall 
coniefure: But eſpecially,ir beginneth wich y change 
of religion; for thatis a theologicall rule. And it isno- 
ted by many ofnote,thar theref{ildome hath beene ei- 
ther with vs,orelſe where in Chriſtendom, any altera- 
tion of gouernment, but ſome notorious hereticks,or 
{chiſmatickes haue gone before, as{ignes and tokens 
of troubles already begun in the Church , and immi- 
nent dangers eft{oones inſuing vpon the Common. 
wealth. And therefore very neceſſary iris for thepre- 
ſeruation of the peace of both ſtates, toremoouethe 
fewelloftheſe lames,and to ſtop the gap or fill vp the 
breach whereat the enemy laborerh to get in vnto + 
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This complaint of diſcontent ended. and aunſwered, 
the expoſtulation of vnkindnes in the ſecond queſtion 
rubbeth yet harder vpon me. Admit it bee needfull to 
remoue theſe Motiues : yetwhatneed I of all other.to 
takethe matter ſo haynouſly, and to buke my ſelic 
more thenneedes? my anſwere - Firſt it was not mcet 
for any of our ſtronger champions, to enter the liſtes 
againſt ſo weakanenemy : for ſo he might get greater 
credit by being ouercome,then we glory by ouercom- 
ming : the adverſaries mouth þeeing ſtill tull flies in 
their owne praiſe, with the open throat of vaing glory 
crying,out,that their punies were able to hould plea 
with our ancients Secondly, inter minores theologos, 
(ifthe authour benot quoted amiſſe) my ſelfe in many 
reſpetsas fitas any to anſwerethis quarrell. For the 
ſame ſchoole bred vs both, y ſame Vniuerſity nourced 
vs both, the ſame colledge maintained vs both, y ſame 
maſter preferred vs both,the ſame roofe,nay the ſame 
bed ſomtimes contained vs both, Euery one wherof 
(as it is the lot of bankerupts to drowne others in their 
decay)haueloſt ſomthing by his fal. The ſchool ſaith, 
I haveloſt my hope of himzthe Vniuerſity ſaith, I haue 
made ſhipwra« ke of my fauour in him; the colledge 
faith,l haue caſt away my maintenance vpon him; the 
maiſter ſaith, have preferred prefermentto diſcredir 
by him;the lodging ſaith hisroome, the bed ſaieth his 
eaſe was cuilly beſtowed. For the recouery of which 
lofles,if my {lender gifts may - way comfort them, 
I thoughric my duty inthe behalle of the ſchoole , V- 
niuerſitie,colledge,maſter,and the reſt, to make ſome 
ſhewe of them to the view of the worlde : thatirmay 
perceiue and judge (apt enough otherwiſe to iudge a- 
miſſe)thar all birdes be not blacke becauſe the Crowe 
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The Epiſtle | 
is ſo:neitherall ofthe ſame ſchoole, Vniuerſity, and 
colledge,be popiſh, becauſe ſome one prouethto bee 
apapitt. Burthe obieion of the thirde queſtion preſ- 
ſeth meworſe then both the reſt . Say itbee a matter 
conuenientthattheſe motines ſhould be ſurpriſed be- 
fore they goany further;and the ation as firfor me as 
another: yet how can I without the had of preſump- 
tion preſentſo ſmall aworke to ſo great aperſonage? 

I confefſe (moſt noble Earle) that Iam ata loſſe, 
and know not herein what to anſwere: Onely that ho- 
norable diſpoſition, which I haue alwaics obſerued in 
your Lordſhip,toreceiuc as = gueſts all that in the 
way of vertue and truth trauell towatdes their journies 
end of true happineſſe, hath cauſed me an vnknowne 
trauellerto make thus bold with your Honor : which 
bo!deneſle of loue,rather then loue of boldeneſle,ifat 
this time it may beeaccepred without offence, I will 

aſſe my word for it,it ſhal neuer hereafterattemptthe 
ike , without further warrant ofwelcome from your 
Lordſhip. You fauored ©M/ablaſter whiles alablaſter

" inyve when the queſtion of truth in contre- 
werſie of Faith is turned too and froe , in the

etther our indgement may leane to the ſtronger part.

JJ» counſell though it beare the face of good 
regarde; yet hath it the hart of raſh attempte. 
Truth may bee tried, but faith muſt not be une 
ked.For the trialloftruth maketh ir perte&t: but. 
the doubting in faith, raketh away theſtrength of 
faith . And therefore when thereis queſtion of 
truth,itis good to be circumſpecte; & when there: 
is controuerſie of faith, it is beſt ro bee conſtante. 
What raſhneſſethenis itin a matter of faith to go 
a{ide,wherby bothfaith and the truth be forſaken? 
Take the one of theſe without the other(I meane) 
the former without the latter,and I donor preatly 
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miſlike the counſell . Vheretruth isto be tryed 
by it ſelfe without any preiudice to faith in any 
queſtion onely of truth, without controuerſie of 
faith,itis beſt to goe aſide, and to ſingle out the 
maine points & cheefe ground worke of the que- 
ſtion,that thenaked wa. may bee knowne,with- 
out al colour of deceit.Butif thou makeſt any con- 
crouerſy of faith;whilit thou doubteſt of faith,thou 
haſt no faith: And then commeth the aduerſary 
and ſpying thee naked, anddifarmed of the ſhield 
of faith ſiriketh thee home on the heade, cither 
with ſomedangecouserrour,or damnable hereſic. 
Hethatin skirmiſhknowerh not on which {ideto 
hold his ſhield, whileſt he is yet a debating which 
{ide is beſt, he is ſodainely ſtroken with the darte, 
and ſo he loſeth his life; ſo likewiſeis itinthe ſpi- 
rituall warfare,hee that maketh controuerſie how 
to holde the ſhield offaith, whileſt hee yet doub- 
teth, the deuill letreth flie one of his fiery dartes, 
wherewith he is ſtroken tothe harte;and ſo he lo- 
ſeth his ſoule, Itis not goodto bee ſo buſie ypon 
euery occaſion with our eyes, leaſt we put them 
out at the Jaſt:the eye of the ſoule is faith, &ther- 
fore not goodeuerand anone to trouble it with 
controuerſies,leaſt wecleane put itout in the end. 
Wherefore my iudgementis cleane contrary to 
this of y moter:Vhat controuerſies ſocuer ariſe, 
itis beſt for vs to keepin the way of faith,not ſtar- 
ting aſide like a broken bowe,(as ſaith the Pſalme) 
Norſtepping aſide as our firſt parentes did, when 
they had caten the 2 fruite , whoſe face. 
2 we 
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we iuſtific, vhen we,in matters of faith, goe aſide, 
hyding ourſelues thereby from the face and pre- 
ſence of God.But it is our beſt,to doe the beſt we 
can to preuent al doubting, And if that cannot be, 
but wee muſMicedes, as men, doubte, yer notto 
make faQtions of doubts, lingling out (as cheete 
champions of deſpaire, the checteſt doubts, thar 
wee may bee ſingular in our infirmities.But when 
any controuerhie of taith, which is doubte, doth 
ariſe, ourpraQtiſc muſt bee prayer, LordI beleeue, 
helpe my vnbelcefe , and our comfort muſt bee 
the croſſe of Chriſt; Not running to any rules 
of reaſon, which is to ſhallow to reach,much leſle 
torule faith. And therefore as oneſaith ofthe 
laweyſo ſay I of faith . Fide ſemel data ex ea non 
de eacitdiſputandum. Haſt thou faith?then from 
thence diſpute whatis reaſon,nor from reaſon di- 
ſpute whatis taith,

AZ particular controgerſies in themſelues ſtand 


wpon their yea and nay, but vnto vs require 
proofe;which proofe « linked by reaſon, which reaſon 
4 chcefly grounded vpon ſcripture, which ſcripture 
# authoriſed not imthe letter but in the ſexce,becauſe 
it ts doubtfull in the variety of apprehenſions ; ſome 
leading,others drawing, many writhing their text 
ro their ſeutrall fattions: The queition 6 at laſt remo- 
ued from the text to the interpretor,from the ſcrip» 
turezunto the men. So that a mind ſiudions ef truth, 
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& now come to hy laſt care to determine of the worth, 
merit, amthoritie of thoſe that are the expoſutonrs.

Lf Ere the Moter eyther ſhooteth aboue com- 


paſſe or ſure 1 ſpic not his arrow . What lo- 
gicke I pray you call you this? All particular con- 
troucrlies in themſelues: I had alwaics thoughc 
that in the thinges themſelues there is no contro- 
uerſie,ncither yet in the propoſitions themſelues 
is there any probabilitie. But eucry propoſition in 
it ſelfe is eyther ſimply true,or ſimply falſe; bur 
vnto vs who like night-rauens behold thelight of 
thetruth,things be made controucrlies, and pro» 
olitions become probable; not becauſe they are 
o-in themſclues,bur becauſe we thinke them for 
neither by reaſon that their cauſes bee doubtful; 
but becauſe we doubt of their cauſes,this cauſerh 
both yea and nay in the ſame matter, andthis re> 
quireth proofe on both {ides. 

Without this there is no controucrhie, neither 
needeth there any proofe withoutthis. And ther- 
fore I could eaſely perſwade ray ſelfe though I 
kneweno moreby him,thepenner hereof,to bea 
papiſt,inthat,inregard of his prentiſage in pope- 
ry,hee may notpreſume to workes of ſuperero- 
gation, hee 2cquainterh himſclfe in the. meane 
time with wordes ofthe like qualitic . Thelike 
abſurditie followeth in the next wordes where 
hee ſaith that poofeis lincked by reaſon: For if 

Bs proofe 
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proofe bethat,which the Philoſopher in his Rhe- 
torickes calleth ris; ,then is it the linke of ma« 
ny reaſons,and is indeede in thetrue nature there- 
ofnothing elſe, burthe very reaſon of that whoſe 
proofeitis:and ſo conſequently where hee faith 
that proofe is linked by reaſon,the wordes ſound 
as if he had ſaid: reaſons linked by reaſon . But 
the reaſon thathe thus linked reaſon,was to make 
a gradation or ladder,that he might ar laſt clime 
totheauthoritie ofthe biſhoppe of Rome,which 
is the ſpherethat giueth motion toal his motiues, 
utlet vscometothe pitch of his purpoſe; 

which proofeſaith hee is linked by reaſon: which 
reaſon is cheefly grounded vpon the ſcriptures 
which ſcripture1s authorized notin the letter, but 
inthe ſence: here is the toppe of his ladder orcli- 
max:andon the toppe ofthis ladder hee placeth 
his Romiſh,falſely called catholicke,expoſitours. 
WhomeT doubt not with lefle adoe, in the 
ſequell of this traQateto diſplace. In the meane 
time let vs'confider his cunning in making his lad- 
der. The ſcripture is authorizednotin theletter 
but in the ſence, Beholde his boldnes; ſaint Paule 
inthe ſecond _—_ ro the Rom. and in the ſe- 
cond epiſtle and third chapter to the Corin. ow 
keth otherwiſe; For hee maketh the oppoſition 
berweene theletter and the ſpirit: but our aduer- 
ſary is wiſer then the apoſtle, and he maketh the 
oppoſition between theletter andthe ſenſe ; lea- 
uing out in greate wiſdome the ſpirit , becauſe he 
kneweit would marre all their markets; as _ 
r 
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that which the church of Rome,of all other chur- 
ches.medleth lea(t with. Neither, l am afraid,doth 
e ip iritloue ro communicate much with them. 
But howforae he forgetreth himſelfe, wee mult 
challenge vntothe ſpirit his vpper place and dig- 
nitie-which is,to authorize the worde of God. In 
the worde of man bee Sen/us humani, humane 
ſence that giueth credit vntoit: but in the worde 
of God, there is Spiritus Dez, the ſpirite of God 
that authorizeth it. And looke what ſence is tothe 
word of man,the ſame is the ſpiritto theworde of 
God. And ſurely they make but baſe account of 
the worde of God that cenſure it inthe ſenſe:put- 
ting no difference betweene the worde of God, 
and the wordeof man; naye itſeemeth they pre- 
ferre the worde of man before the worde of God, 
when they place the whole authoritic thereof in 
the ſence,and the ſence itſelfe and credit thereof 
in the expoſitours,which be indeed the buts that 
the moter ſhooteth at inthis place. For thus hee 
concludeth. The queſtion atlaſtis remoued from 
the text to the interpretour,from the ſcripture vn- 
to men. Very badly,belecue meis itremoued,and 
itis long of themſeclues. For were it that they did 
attribute all torhe ſpiritas we do,andnot inſteade 
of the Apoſtle his ſpirite,bring in their ſence, that 
they themſelues might haue ſome authoritic ouer 
the worde of God, becauſe they thinke they haue 
ſome ſenſe: there needed noremoue from text ro 
interpretour, from the ſcripture vnto men. Bur 
the ſame ſpirir that writerh the ſcripture ſhoulde 


iudge 
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iudpe ofthe ſcripture:and where y iudge was not 
to be found, that notro bee accounted ſcripture. 
Which may very well be done & eaſely be found 
ourby conference of places:in that the ſpirite is 
oneandthe ſameinallplaces,alwaics alike, like it 
ſelfe alwaies,& neuer differing in any point from 
itſelfe. And therfore where there is any difference 
in ſubſtance of doctrine,there muſt needes bee a 
diffcring ſpirite, whereby that place that thus dif- 
fereth from ſome one, or many places of the ca- 
nonicallſcripture,and knowne wordof God: may 
juſtly beſuſpeAcdrto be the worae of man. And as 
forthe diucrfitic of expoſition, according to the 
yarictic of factions inreligion,(which the moter 
juſtly raxech,with leading,drawing, and writhing 
the worde of God ro ſerue their owne turne) it ts 
not the outward ſhewe, merit or worth of the ex- 
poſitours,butthe inward working of the ſpirite of 
God,that doth reſolue the mind ſtudious of the 
truth, being firſt ſanCtified by praier and prepared 
by humility. For what faith our fautor Chriſt ſpea- 

king of the ſame ſpirit inthe goſpel? He ſhal leade 
you intoall truth, Andtheretore he onely is the 
competentiudge:neither ought weto rely vpon 
any mans iudgement, beſides this : becauſe cuery 
man will bring ſomthing of his owne,howſocuer, 
itmay be he is inſtructed in ſome pointes by this 
ſpirice.The heathen Philoſopher knew this, that 
mans iudgmentis tempered withthe hand of his 
affection: and therefore hee eſpecially commen- 
deth thoſe lawes, that leaue }eaſt ro the will, and 
diſcretion 
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diſcretion of the iudge. And ſo likewiſe as thatlawe, 
ſois thatreligion moſt ſound,that reterreth al rorhe 
written word of God; leauing leaſt in the power and 
handof mans iudgment:whereforethat I may con- 
clude this point,and aunſwere him in all pointes, [ 
= make a truer gradation, I hope , then hee hath 
one, | 

All controuerſies in the world ſtand vpon their 
yea & nay,but vatovs require proofe,which proofe 
is limited by faith, which faith is grounded wholy 
vponthe ſcripture,which ſcripture 1s authorized not 
in theletrer butinthe ſpirit. 

So that a mind ſtudious of the truth is nowto 
cometo his laſt Iabour,to beggeatthe hands of his 
heauenly Father,that he would giue him ſuch a por- 
tion of his ſpirite,that his ſpirite may expounde'the 
{cripture,that the (cripture may confirme faith,that 
faith may reQihe reaſon, that reaſon may reforme 
our judgments in all contrquerſies, whatſocuer,that 
we neuecr either miſtake errour,or miſlike the truth, 
Det Deus.

When they picke purgatory out of Peters purſe, 
and. Peter pence out of others purſes: make thata 
praier, which the angell maketh a ſalutarion-cal that 
canonical ,which is contrary in ſome points to y ca- 
nonicall ſcripture: euery Pope after the minte was 
once vp,adding ſomenew deuiſe of his owne,which 
Praua ſolertia,by the euill wittineſſe of ſome of their 
interpretours muſt needes find countenance in rhe 
word of God. Which being once made asa firſhoo 
forthe popes foote, yet ſeeming too litle vnder the 
title of the writer, it is ſetvpon the laſt of the iudge- 
ment of that church romake it ſeeme greater.

' Butnorallcouncelswhatlocuer, Not Achab his 
councell of fowre hundred men:for the preſidentof 
that councell was Satan, alyeng ſpiritin the mouth 
ofall the prophets. Not the councell of the high 
prieſtes and pharifies, which in outward thewe car- 
ried the fame glofle that the popiſh councels doe. 
For this councell was held againit Chrilt:-but thoſe 
councels only which containe nothing butthetrue, 
pure, and naturall interpretation of the ſcripture? 

"which the holy fathersin a ſpirituall wiſedome, to 
breake the power of the enimies of the church,fitred 
vnto their owne times. Such werethoſe councels of 
olde,the firſt Nicene Synod,the councell of Con- 
ftantinople,the firſt Epheſine & Caicedon conacel, 
andſuch like Andnot thoſe latter councels, wherin 
the, wolues killed the lambes, for troubling the wa- 
ter which they themſclues had corrupted , The firſt 
and the beſt be for vs,and the laſt and the worlt bee 
for them;which'tolergoe many other)this one in- 
ſtance will manifeſt vnto vs. Aboue nine hundred 
yeares agoe the Synode of Conſtantinople decreed 
images placedin churches tobe ouerthrowne, and 
broken downe; this is for vs: A little after that, the 
councelof Nicene decreedetoreſtore them againe, 
and this is for them:which both Auguſtine and E- 
Piphanins condemne as the next part to Idolatrie: 
which paire of councels niay be paraleled by two 0- 


thers;zwe allow of the councell of Calcedon,wherin 
C3 ,utiches 
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Futiches his hereſie was condemned. They com- 

mended the ſecond Epheſine councel wherin it was 
confirmed, Now let them brag of their councels 
who can ſhew moſt gocd coming from them. The 
badges of their counce!s be idolatry and hereſfie:bur 
thoſe councels that ſtand for vs can betaxed with no 
impietic: And yertorſoorh hee braueth vs with the 
debinition of councels:which if he meane the good 
and generall councels,then is it but afloriſh,neither 
dareth hebe tried by them:butifhe meane' the bad 
andtheprouinciall Synodes,then h he all vp- 
on onetring,and ſaith no more then before he ſaid. 
For they make thoſe councelsto be the very image 
andliuely paterne of the church . And what then I 
pray youcanthe definition of councels be cl{e,but 
the iudgement ofthe church according to his mea- 
ning? Neither is it greatly materiall what thoſe Sy- 
nodesdo define, for they arenothing elſe, butthe , 
Popehis voice which hee ruleth high or lowe at/ 

his pleaſure:ncither is thereany true born Chriſtian 
that will take his othe,muchleſle build his faith vp- 
on the bare worde of the Pope, without warrant 
from the worde of God.

T He praGQtiſe of all ages hath beeneto peruertthe 
& rruth,&rto hinder the goſpell by falſe interpre- 
tation, In our Sauiour Chriſt his time ſatan himſelfe 
wreſtedthis writto his own ſenſe. 
Inthe Apoltlestimes,among the Epiſtles of Paul 
- ſomethings are hardeto be vnderſtood,which they 
thatare vnlearned and vnſtable, peruert as they doe 
alſo other ſcriptures, vnto their owne deſtruction, 
faith ſaint Petey. 2 of Peter 3.16, Not long afterin 
the primitive church Ebjon and Cerinthus hereticks 
of thattime did the like : after them Donatus, Nowd- 
i#s, Arius and thereſt : and nowe atthis time, anda 
long time ſince the papiſts haue plaied their parts in 
apith,childiſh and ridiculous interpretations,as wel 
IE as any of the reſt. And thus hemay proue 
is pagent, that it hath beene the praGtiſe of all ages 
to worke in the myſtery of iniquity , as wel as theirs; 


asthe Apoſtle Pau/e witneſſeth:thus they may _ 
| cir 
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their cuſtome,and to ſay the truth wee cannot deny 
it them;for they haueas much to ſhew forit as any, 
and can preſcribe as long time as any out ofthe me- 
mory of man,which ſomeſfay,is good inlawe.. But 
yet I would not haue them brag too much of their 
cuſtome, for a cuſtome makerh a good thing neuer . 
better,but it maketh a bad thing muchthe worſe:8 
this is the cauſe why the latter is ſtillthe worſer age. 
And bicauſc he ſpeaketh ofalages,l willdeuide the 
ages of the world intothree, whichis the leaſte all 
that may be: notfollowing the diuifion of Rabby E- 


lias in y fatall period of euery two thouſand yeares, D»omilieina« 


makinga change,and the end at the laſt:butaccor- 


ding to our beſt diuines , numbring by perſons, not enuang lun, 


diuiding by numbers the three ages of the worlde. 
From Adam to Moiſes is accountedrhe firſtage of 
the worldezfrom Moyſes to Chriſt the ſecond age 
of the worlde; and from Chriſt vatotheend ofthe 
worldethelaſt. From Adam to Moiſes,and from 
Moyſes vnto Chriſtis ſet downe in holy writte. Let 
vs now ſearch what hath beene the praQiiſe in this 
laſtage ofthe world of all ages of men, | 

For euery age ofthe world containeth many ages 
of men. Firſt therefore (as Itolde you) euen inthe 
Apoſtles times,the myſtery of iniquitic begon to be 
put in pratiſe:for euen then Ebion and Cerinthus, 


as[ tolde you,Simon Magus, Baſllides, and Nicolas 
begon toſer abroach theic damnable hereſies. Aﬀter 
the Apoſtles ages there aroſe yet more malitious 8& 
wicked men then theſe,as Marcion,Manes, Marcus 
Magius, Valentius and many others.But in this our 
age this practiſe groweth cnnry day worſe & _ 

or 
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For now the deuill himſelfe, who was bound in the 
bottomleſle pit for a thouſand yeares after Chriſt: 
Rewela.20.3. thetime of his impriſonment being ex- 
pired,is now let looſe and come intothe world. And 
as his kingdome decreaſerh by the haſtening of the 
comming of Chriſt;ſo his malice increafeth,and he 
doth more vex and troublethe church:which cruel» 
tic of his that wee may the better diſcouer,it wil not 
beamiſſe to ſetdowne vnto you fiue alterations of 
church ſtates in'thislaſtage ofthe world. The firſt, 
(that you may know how cuill ſtroue ſtill to preuent 
good inthe birthright ofthis worlde) was the time 
of ſuffering or perſecution of the church, contain- 
ing the martyrdom of the ſaints inthe ten perſecu- 
tions, which continued from the _ es three 
hundrethyeres. And then came in the floriſhing 
time of the church, which containeth other 300, 
yeers, Then thirdly followed the declining,or back- 
ſliding time of the church, which comprehendeth 
other 3oo,yeares cuen vntill the looſing of Sathan, 
which was about the thouſand yeare after Chriſt, 

| Fourthly followeth the timeof Antichriſt,or thede- 
ſolation of the church,wherin the puritie of doin, 
and fincerity of life, was almoſt clean extinguiſhed, 
eſpecially in the daies of Gregory the ſeuenth called 
Hildebrand,and Innocentius the third amongſtthe 
. prelates and heades of the church:the time wherin 
Antichriſt had thus his ful ſwinge,was for the ſpace 
of foure hundred yeares: From Pope Boniface the 
thirde, to the time of Vicklife and lohn Huſle. 
Fiftly thereformarion,and purging of the church 
of God: which reformation becing hid with the 
prophets 
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prnphacind - _ of _ - —_—— 
about ſome three nd yeares ſince ventred a- 
broad into the world, was viewed, liked,& allowed 
of all the louers of the truth. Now then if you would 
know the birth of popery: it was a breeding a long 
time in proud and ambitious minds: bur the full age 
from the birth thereof is ſeuen hundred \yearesor 
therabouts,8& not I 500.yeares as the moter would 
haue it. For before that tnne there was no Pope, no 
popiſh do@rine nor diſcipline: but the ſame forme 
of doctrine anddiſcipline,which was faine to be re- 
couered by reformation; and thereupon our religi- 
on is called and accounted a reformation, which is 
nothing elſe but a recouery ofthe former forme. 
Which forme of os was taught by the A- 
poſtles,ſealed with the bloud offaints in the time of 
perſecurion,and praQtiſed in the floriſhing time of 
the church,long beforethe world euer heard of po- 
pery, but onely inthe myſtery of Antichriſt.

TT church ofRome maketh two ſeruices of the 
truth:there be /cripre, written truthes, and they 
bee inthe ſcripture: there bee xox ſeripte, vnwritten 
truthes,and they be their tradirions,to ſpeake of all 
traditions would run vsall out of breath. The chiefe 
of all is apoſtolicall rradirion, the rule wherof is ſure 
ſome verrue left by Peter in the Popes chaire:which 
remaineth yer vnworne _ though deliuered _ 
2 an 
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hand to hand by euery Pope)vnto his ſucceeder. BY 
the benefit of which vertue the Pope granteth war- 
rant of thetruth,as juſtices do with vs of the peace. 
By which warrants as the naturall light in the firma- 
ment the heigheſt heauen, paſſerh thorough the 
ſphere of fixed ſtars,and the ſeuen ſpheres of the pla- 
nets,and ſocometh vnto vs:So the light ofthe truth 
iſſuerh from the pope,as the primum mobile,vntothe 
fixed ſeats,ſpheres,I ſhould ſay,of Cardinals andBi- 
ſhops.and from them vnto the wandring planets of 
their writers and interpretors. And thisI take the 
Moter meaneth by the rule of apoſtolicall tradition, 
leftby ſucceſſion asthelight through the heauens,

He Proteſtants are greatly beholding vnto the

deſpiſe. And yetdoe wee not ſo receiue theſe men 
for our guides, that wee make them our gods : 
belecuing them preſently whatſocuer they fay , be- 
cauſe they ſay it, and cannot lay amiſſe,though they 
erreleſſethen the pope doth: they haue not this cre- 
dit with vs. 

But whatſoeuer they prooue by manifeſt demon- 
ſtration out of the word, that am I bolde to beleeue. 
For then heare I not Luther, Caluin, & Melanithon 
fpeake vnto me: but the ſpirit of God by the mouth 
of Luther,Caluin and Melanithon,forthey be butthe 
inſtruments of that ſpirit. Thus hauing beſtowed his 
liberality vpon the church of Rome in giuing them 
morethen they know euer how to deſerue:and play- 
ing theniggard withthe church of God in denying 
them that which of duty they oughtto haue had; he 
commeth art laſt tro compare his owne conceipts to- 
gether, for as forthe m_ heralkerh of, hee ſpea- 
keth of either,as though he kney "either.

Here was the credite that they 

gaue vnto their teachers which alſo is comended,to 
examin his word by the word of God: placing their 

chiefe affiance,notin the miniſter, bur inthe author 
of the word of God. For whoſoeuer wil belicue altea 
chers ſhall be of all religions : but he only ſhall be of 
the truereligion that relyeth wholy vpon the worde 
of God:andtherefore this only, ſaith S. HiU/ary, isthe 
rule of faith. Diciz Dominus,dicit Apoſtolus,the Lord 
faithit, y Apoſtle ſaith itz which is a thouſand times 
of more waightand worth,then Dicit papedicit con- 
cilium,the Popeſaith it, the councell ſaith it , which 
is theirruleof fairh. Whereforezthat we may ioyne 
iſſues with the aduerſary , wee will cometo the next 
point.

Secondly the teſtimony of Teſus is the ſpiritofpro- 
pheſic,as ſaith the ſpirit of Godin the x 9.. ofthe Re- 
vela. Io, and therefore thoſe bookes of holie writ, 
that either propheſie or beare witneſle of Ieſus;they 
haue the teſtimony of the ſpirit that they are the 
word of God : which is one way to knowe boththe 
number and the dignity of the ſcriptures. Againe; 
the Analogy; offaith is another way by which wee 
reckon, and make reckoning of ſcriptures. Thoſe 
bookes of holy writthatteach Chritt and nothing 
contray tothe analogy of faith , thoſe we make rec- 
koning of as canonicall; thoſe that be otherwiſe we 
reie& asapocripha. And this analogy of faith is no 
murable,bur a moſt ſufficictdireRis tothoſey have 
rrue faith, Iftherefore the Papiſts miſlike this rule of 
analogy of faith, itisa doubt they do miſdoubtrhey 
haue truefaich', Thirdly , one ſcripture compared 
by another,doth ſhew which is ſcripture: the worde 
is like the words of Chriſt who ſpake with authority 

* andnotasthePhariſies. Sois there inthe wordeof 
God, ſuch an aſſurance and a maieſty whichis not 
tobefoundin the word of man. I wil giue youa ww |

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of both kinds inthe concluſion oftwo bookes, The 
laſt of 705» the two laſt verſes. This is the diſciple 
thar reſtifieth of theſe things,& wrote theſe thinges, 
and we knowe his teſtimony to be true. Nowe there 
are alſo many other thinges which Ieſus did, the 
which ifthey ſhould be written euery one, I ſuppoſe 
the world could not containe the books that ſhould 
be written. What an aſſurance is here? we know his 
teſtimony is true : whata maieſty? the world is roo 
little forir, Onthe other ſfide,readethe laſt of the ſe- 
cond of Machabees and the laſt verſe ſaue one. IfT 
haue don wel,& as the {tory required, itis the thing 
thatTI deſired;butifI haue ſpokenſlenderly,itisthar 
I could, Whata make is heres heeknewe not 
whether he had done wel or no. If I haue done wel, 
&c. and whata baſeneſſe? Itis all that I coulde, In 
like ſort,if youcompare other places of other books 
canonicall and apocripha, you ſhall finde that the 
word of God is all ſincere /ime ceramel, hony with- 
out waxec,truth wichout toies. But the word of man, 
fay it hath alittle hony, ſometruth,yer if you looke 
intoit with a ſingle cic you ſhall finde much waxe, 
many ridiculous toies of humane inuentions. And 
therefore the c6pariſon of ſcriptureis a rightrouch- 
ſtone of ſcripture Wherefore if the teſtimony of 
the ſpirit, the analogy of faith, and the conformitie 
ofthe word of God bee conſtant anddiuine: then is 
our beliefe warranted with more ſufficient , and di- 


- Uuineauthority,then that that dependerh vppon the 


church, and ispinnedto thePope hisſlecue. For 
that may beelike our lawe; which is (as they fay) ſo 


mutable,that thatwhich hath binlawe in one chiete 
E3- iuſtices 
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iuſticestime, is no lawe in anothers: So may that 
which hath beene ſcripture in one Popes time, bee 
no ſcripture in anothers; or that which hath beene 
none,may be when it pleaſcth the Pope.

For the firlt of the ſeuen affetions of repen- 
tance, in the ſecond tothe Corin.7,11.is, great care;

For being wa 
ked by repentance from the finne of ſecurity, notto be 
ſecure bringeth vs the next way to ſecurity of ſaluati- 
on.

argument affirmatiue;which che Apoſtle maketh ne- 
atiue,Rom.Io.

GO ſhameleſſe are they in their ſhamefulpraCtiſes, 
that the miſchiefe which their malice hath concei- 
ued, their vaitity will not haue concealed.

And yet norſo ſecretly but ſome 
haue ſeene it, Hath not.one pope challenged ano- 
ther 2 Bath not one papiſt charged another? and 
hauenot thoſe worthy men of God, Luther , Cal 
win, Bucer, Peter Martyr,Tewell,Janchius,and the reſt 
of Chriſts ſworne ſoldiours ſo torne their coates for 
theſe controuerlies, that. their bowelles yet bleede 
with their wounds?
